W ltb a L ittle Thought It Could Be 
Made a Source of Comfort. 
Much Is said in criticism of the tend­ 
ency to live in paper bags so far as 
food is concerned. Now, on the other 
side it can be claimed Justly that pa­ 
per bags make housekeeping possible 
where none could exist if food could 
not lie baught in small quantities from 
day to day or even meal to meal. 
Space is so contracted in city homes 
that it is often wiser to let the items 
of the dinner remain in the market 
and grocery until nearly time to use 
them. Buying in small amounts is not 
extravagance, for there is less tempta­ 
tion to waste. 
By giving thought to It the house­ 
keeping that is limited to half and 
quarter pounds of supplies may yet 1 
yield much comfort. 
Monotony and 
lack of thought are the especial dan­ 
ger. 
It gets to lie easier to live on 
bread and tea and canned stuff than to 
cook, but it need not lie so, ami these 
faults are noticeable where there is 
opportunity for a broader system of 
housekeeping. 
“ My husband has no a p a tite and is 
tired of meat and jxjtutoes,” said a 
woman with a large kitchen and outfit 
for cooking. “ Why don’t you cook him 
a couple of eggs in tomatoes?’' w as my 
reply, explaining the method of scoop­ 
ing out the seeds from the tomatoes, 
dropping a raw egg in each, seasoning 
and baking them. 
“This would give 
him the elements in laitii meat and 
vegetables, 
and 
lf 
seasoned 
tastily 
with salt and pepper it is most appe­ 
tizing." “Oh, but it would be such a 
lot of work!” she exclaimed, shrinking 
from doing anything out of her usual 
rut, aud my advice was lost. Yet in 
what Is termed palier bag housekeep­ 
ing another woman would have served 
the tomato aud eggs hot from a chuting 
dish or gas range in half an hour from 
the time she brought them in from a 
grocery, while the first housekeeper, 
with her pantry and coal tire, would 
plod along in the same dull repetition 
of cookery’. Lack of help in the house 
has also made what is sometimes giv­ 
en the name of light housekeeping a 
necessity, and In the present state of 
things it is hard to see how this sort of 
living can be eliminated or why it can­ 
not Ik? made a source of comfort.—E x­ 
change.

person in the Russian empire by the 


name of ‘‘Father John of Cronstadt,” 


was born at Sura, in tile district of 


Archangel, Oct. 19, 1829. 
He is the 


son of poor parents, and from very 


early years showed that he possessed 


remarkable powers. 
He went to a 


theological seminary 
at 
Archangel 
when only 9 years old, and he dis­ 
played such promise that the ecclesi­ 
astics at Archangel sent him to St. 
Petersburg. 
As a bachelor theology 
he worked among the poor in in the 
Russian capital, and in 1855 he was 
appointed protoiorei of St. Andrew’s 
cathedral, Cronstadt, which post he 
still holds. 
Among the Russian peas­ 
antry lie is supposed to possess heal­ 
ing powers of an almost divine char­ 
acter. 
Some five years ago there was 
founded in 
Russia a 
new religious 
sect, based on the 
veneration 
for 
Lather John. 
Its followers call them­ 
selves Enochites, 
and 
affirm 
that 
Father John is a reincarnation of the 
Prophet Elijah.

helped much in the whole country. The press has become more indepen­ 


dent. 
Rabid party organs now have little influence and the newspapers 


who do not allow political committees to dictate their editorial 
policy 


have become powerful. 
Scarcely a great newspaper in any of the larger 


cities of the northwest now wait for the party bosses’ orders before they 


know what they are to think in their editorials. 
The bulk of the repub­ 


lican press of Wisconsin, probably three-fouths of it on a conservative esti­ 


mate, is opposing the election of the regular republican nominees for state 


offices, while supporting the national ticket. 
Scarcely a democratic news­ 
paper of standing in the state but is urging its readers to vote for the pri­ 


mary law’s ratification, despite the state platform’s declaration 
against it, 


and nearly all are equally emphatic in demanding stricter supervision of 


public service corporations than the platform 
has 
outlined. 
The

papers of the United States are no longer controlled by political committees 


and the voters are no longer herded like sheep. It has become recognized 
that a citizen may give his vote to a candidate of another 
ticket 
for 
a 


county or state office and may acknowledge it openly, without losing party 


standing. 
The Australian ballot law has taught the people of the United States 
to do their own voting and they are doing it with discrimination. 


That is what Mr. Gelatt said two years ago. 
It was good advice to

possibility exists that the City of New 
York, the capitalistic center of the 
nation, may have an avowed social­ 
ist among its representatives in the 
Sixteenth congress. 
In 
the 
Ninth 
district, which is in the very heart of 
the lower East Side, Morris Hillquit, 
a lawyer of Russian birth, is running 
for congress on the socialist ticket 
against Charles S. Adler, (rep.) and 
Henry M. Goldfogle, (dent.) 
The so­ 
cialists appear to feel confident of the 
election of their candidate. 
Two years ago, with Roosevelt run­ 
ning for the presidency, Joseph Bar- 
ondees, the labor agitator who organ­ 
ized the sweat shop workers, was the 
socialist candidate in the Ninth dis­ 
trict. 
He received 3,100 votes to 5.90° 
for Goldfogle and 5,600 for Levcnson, 
the republican candidate. 
This year 
the socialists believe that the republi­ 
can vote in the district will be split 
by 
many 
republicans 
voting 
for 
Hearst, and the discontent in the dem­ 
ocratic party will probably split that 
vote also. Other facts may contribute 
to the success of the socialist candi­ 
date. 
A large part of the population 
of the district consists 
of 
Russian 
Jews, thousands of whom have joined 
the socialist party in the belief that 
their efforts in behalf of Hillquit will 
indirectly help the 
cause 
of 
their 
brethren in Russia. 
The campaign in behalf of Hillquit 
is one of the most active and pictur­ 
esque that the East Side has seen in 
years, and this is saying a great deal 
when it is remembered that the region 
is the political stamping ground of the 
Sullivans and others whose 
unique 
political methods have put them to the 
forefront in the Tammany ranks. Se­ 
ward Park is the center of most of 
the 
Hillquit 
demonstration. 
Men, 
women and children arc out working 
for the socialist candidate. 
Among other features of llillquit’s 
campaign is an organization known 
as the 
Juvenile 
W orker’s 
League, 
composed of several hundred boys, 
from 13 to 17 years old. 
The boys 
talk socialism, distribute documents, 
aud laud Hillquit when their work is 
done. 
They go into the tenements 
and have heart-to-heart 
talks 
with 
voters in 
their 
own 
language. 
A 
young woman’s league has also been 
formed, and importunes 
votes 
and 
support for Hillquit. 
They, like the 
men. contribute 5 and 10 cents a day 
toward the runnig expenses of the 
campaign. 
A professional league has 
been formed in the district, its mem­ 
bership consisting of several hundred 
Jewish lawyers, pharmacists, journal­ 
ists, physicians, interpreters and auth­ 
ors. This organization has completed 
arrangements for a dinner to be given 
Thursday night of this week at the 
hall in Clinton street. 
Among those 
invited arc Finley Peter Dunne, Char­ 
lotte Perkins, Stetson Gilman, Edwin 
Markham, and other well known per­ 
sons. 
Another feature planned for 
the campaign is a monster parade to 
ic given on the night of October 27. 
President Roosevelt’s birthday. 
The 
socialists are conducting the campaign 
in the sincere belief that the election 
of their candidate to congress will 
surely foreshadow’ 
the 
co-operative 
commonwealth and mark the begin­ 
ning of the first real inroads against 
capital.
